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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  and  the  School  Committee  of  Prospect: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Prospect  Schools.  There  are  often  many  little  things 
that  the  parents  would  like  to  suggest  Bult  they  often  hesitate  to  do  so 
lest  they  be  thought  of  as  meddlers.  I  wish  that  they  would  bring 
these  things  to  my  attention,  as  nothing  is  too  trivial  to  receive 
attention  where  the  welfare  of  our  children  is  at  stake. 

In  general  the  schools  have  made  very  satisfactory  progress  during 
the  past  year.  Mrs.  Avery  is  giving  most  excellent  satisfaction  at  the 
Ferry  School.  Work  here  has  been  handicapped  by  lack  of  materials 
and  text-books,  which  although  ordered  have  as  yet  failed  to  material- 
ize. Part  of  the  materials  ordered  have  come  and  I  hope  that 
before  the  schools  open  in  the  spring  the  balance  will  be  on  hand  that 
the  work  may  be  uninterrupted.  Mrs.  Ward  has  done  excellent 
work  at  the  Marsh  School.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  obtain  the 
services  of  these  two  teachers  for  the  salaries  which  we  are  able  to 
pay.  In  the  fall  Miss  Evelyn  Staples  came  to  teach  the  Clark  School, 
and  has  done  very  creditable  work.  With  a  little  more  experience 
and  training  she  will  develop  into  a  very  strong  teacher. 

The  ceiling  of  the  Marsh  should  be  painted  a  white  or  neutral 
color  to  provide  better  lighting  for  the  pupils.  The  toilets  at  the 
Ferry  School  mus^t  be  modernized  before  September  1,  1924.  The 
Clark  School  needs  extensive  repairs  to  make  it  habitable  for  the 
coming  year.  The  woodshed  here  is  especially  bad.  The  toilets 
must  be  modernized  here  and  it  is  suggested  that  when  this  repairing 
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is  done  that  these  buildings  are  placed  under  one  roof  as  has  been 
done  at  the  Marsh  School.  Teachers'  chairs  and  tables  have  been 
placed  in  both  the  Clark  and  the  Ferry  Schools. 

There  is  always  some  question  as  to  the  most  economical  method 
of  supervision,  especially  in  point  of  time.  As  soon  as  travel  becomes 
practicable  in  the  spring  I  want  to  put  in  a  week  of  intensive  work 
in  the  Rural  Schools  of  each  town  in  the  District.  %To  the  end  that 
the  supervision  shall  become  more  effective,  a  rather  detailed  course 
of  study  is  in  the  process  of  composition.  A  complete  course  of 
study  is  necessary  for  various  reasons,  especially  that  a  definite  plan 
for  progress  be  mapped  out,  and  a  duplication  of  work  in  different 
grades  be  avoided.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  superintendent  that  stand- 
ards may  be  set  up  that  will  make  the  work  continuous  and  progres- 
sive. It  is  possible  to  keep  school  without  a  course  of  study,  but  to 
teach  a  school  the  teacher  must  be  provided  with  a  fairly  well-outlined 
course  of  work  before  any  real  definite  headway  can  be  made. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  amounts  be  raised  for  the  coming 
school  year: 

Common  schools   $1,200  00 

Tuition  account   400  00 


Last  year  we  received  from  the  State  $1,202.52,  while  this  year  our 
State  money  was  only  $1,172.61,  showing  a  loss  under  the  new  appor- 
tionment of  $29.91.  You  will  note  that  the  recommendations  are 
slightly  in  excess  of  last  year  to  compensate  for  this  reduction  and 
also  to  anticipate  any  further  curtailment  from  the  State.  In 
addition  to  this,  our  tuition  will  undoubtedly  increase  slightly. 

In  closing  I  want  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  most  loyal 
cooperation  and  support.    In  the  last  analysis  the  success  of  your
